Although no decisive battle will be fought, the 
spokesman hinted that the Chinese forces would offer 
stubborn resistance along the Lunghai Railway, in order 
to make the Japanese pay a heavy price for every inch of 
ground gained.—Reuter.

Chinese Review. Of 
Battle Plan 
Hankow, June 4. 
Reviewing the milltary situation 


this morning, the Chinese spokesman 
emphasised the importance of the 
Chinese forces recapturing the 
triangle formed by the bend in the 
Yellow River In south-western 
Shansi, following the Chinese occu- 
pation of tho: strategic Yollow River 
crossings ot Fenglingtu and Yungchi. 
The Chinese forces in this areca were 
now attacking Linfeng. . 


Referring. to the situation on the 
Lunghai Railway in the vicinity of 
Lanfeng, the Chinese spokesman stil 
claimed that General Doihara’s 
division was surrounded, and was 
rapidly nearlng exhaustion. Dolhara 
was experiencing the utmost diMculty 
in obtaining supplics, and it was 
reported recently ‘that four large 
Japanese transport’ plancs had been 
sent across the Yellow River to drop 
food ond munitions to the besieged 
forces north-west of Lanfeng. 


Only ‘two of the transports suc- 
eeeded in reaching Doihnra and 
dropping thelr supplies by parachute, 
{the other two machines being brought 
down by Chinese anti-aircraft fire, 


Asked to comment on rumours that 
Lanfeng had been abandoned by the 
Chinese forces, the Chinese spokes-~ 
man said that no such information 
had been received in Hankow. Since 
the Japanese had already occupied 
strategic cities south of Lanfeng, in- 
cluding Chihsien and, Luyl, he be- 
lleved that {t would ‘be correct to

THE LEAGUE 
IS NOT DEAD 


Although it has been more or 
less abandoned by the Great 
Powers which were to have made 
ita principles effective law for 
all the world, the League of 
Nations continues to do much 
useful work for humanity. It is 
true that in the big ‘political 
problemn of the day the voice of 
the League is no more than a 
whisper to the consciences of 
nations. It is not the stentorian 
voice of authority. When war- 


-|planes shed their bombs crashing 


among civilian people, the 
League might as well be mute 
for all the good its protest would 

When nations march to 


or for the sake of imagined 
wrongs, the League is powerless 
to intervene, though at Geneva 
the machinery exists for pre- 
venting or settling such contro- 
versies. All that the League 
lacks is power. Theo power that 
should be vested in that 
organisation belongs once again 
to individual . nations and 
antagonistic groups. The aims 
of the post-war statesmen have 
been defeated, to a large extent, 
for they hoped the League would 
guarantee the peace of the world. 
But some good has come out of 
Geneva; and in a non-political 
sphere the League still'is a factor 
of importance. 

The League has been -called 
the World’s Ministry of Health, 
and it might well be termed the 
Ministry of Charity and Social 
Welfare of all Nations. For as 
jong as the political aspect of 
things is forgotten or avoided, 
nations can still sit at Geneva 
gnd accomplish womething for 
the betterment of mankind. In 
a recent issue of the Quarterly 
Review. tribute is paid to 
Geneva. - The essential _tech- 
nical services which the League 
fs performing are so indispen- 
sablo in our modern. complex 
of interdependent communitics 
that if the Geneva in- 
atitution did not exist to-day 
some other similar body, central 
and authoritative, would have to. 
be erented: “Geneva is super- 
bly equipped to direct the fight 
against geome of’ the worst 
scourges of mankind,” says the 
Quarterly Review. In its work

Practically every literate Chinese 
is familiar with the story of this 
nnclent worthy, and it js a striking 
commentary of the affection of the 
musses, that he is the only one 
amongst the thousands of outstand- 
ing sons of old China who ts singled 
out for especial annual commemora- 
tion. In fact, Ch'u Yuan may be 
said to come next to the Sages in 
and his memory 
is as much cherished amongst the 
Chinese nas thnt of the Emperor 
Frederick Barbarrosa nmongst the 
Germnn peasantry, who ore said to 
dream of his return, much os the 
ancient Welsh did of King Arthur, 

The life of Ch'u Yuan Js a rather 
poignant example of Chinese blogra- 
phy os it typifies the strurngle of a 
righteous individual against the 
corruption of his environment. His- 
tory records that he was attached 
to the Court of the King of the 
State of Ch’u, one of the several 
kingdoms in which ancient China at 
the time was divided, So blunt was 
his-eriticism of the shameless sycho- 
phancy ‘and greed of the satellites 
around his royal master that he made 
enemies right and left. At length, 
so dangerous did their enmity be- 
come that they formed a cabal and 
with all manner of guile so polsoned 
the mind of thelr sovereign that he 
wag constrained to banish Ch’u Yuan 
from the royal Court. The luckless 
statesman then commenced a’ series 
of wanderings which took him to 
every section of the land. In his 
despair, he sougtit to express the 
hardships of his position In rhymed 
verse ‘which survives to this day 
under the. name of the “Li Sno: An 
Elegy on Encountering Sorrows.” 
This poem is considered to be one 
of the {mmortal tlassics of China, 
and occupies as great a place in the. 
Mterature of the Fur: East as does 
the “Divine Comedy” of. Dante 
Alighieri in that. of the West. The: 
“Et Sao” has been variously des- 
eribed; by some it hns been termed a 
verilable pindaric ode, and by others 
“a lament, political im character, 
which mnkes vivid the background 
of the mind of a great people.” 
However it may be described, the 
poem is a unique legacy of the 
thoughts and -suffcrings--ef a- great 
man; for upon its completion, he 
committed suicide by drowning him- 
self in the waters of the river Milo, 
as a protest at his belng driven from 
imperial favour and his sorrow at 
his sovercign’s complete disregard of 
his didactic instructions which he 
had offered for the latter’s wel- 
fare and that of his kingdom. 


has the help of Germany, Japan 
and Italy and other states which 
politically abominate it. The 
League’s work in fighting the 
white slave traffic and bettering 
the Jot of children everywhere is 
well-known, and attracts, indeed 
demands, the support of all 
nations which Iny claim to any 
enlightenment. Japan has a 
representative on the Advisory 
Committee on Social Questions. 


A reliable barometer of social 
progress brought about through 
the League’s influence is to be 
found in the ratification of the 
relevant League conventions, 
The 1921 international conven- 
tion for the suppression of the 
traffic in women and children 
has now been ratified by fifty 
countries, Forty-eight States 
ure parties to the 1923 conven- 
tion for dealing with the kindred 
evil of obscene publications. 

As for the scope 
League’s child, welfare work, 
some idea of its possibilities 
may be gathered from. current 
problems appearing on the 
agenda of the Committee mect- 
ing. The items include tho 
placing of children in families, 
principles for. welfare work 
among the ‘young, the training 
of persons: engaged in. social 
work, illegitimate children, and 
recrentional aspects of — the 
cinema for the young. Thesa 
matters may not be vital to the 
continued existence of civiliaa- 
tion, as we know it, but they aro 
important. :

Dragon Boats’ Search 


Aa the story goes, the king at the 
news of the drowning of Ch'u Yuan, 
was suddenly overcome with re- 
morse, and ordered his fleet of slen- 
der dragon boats to search the river 
for his body. In vain did the crews 
seull thelr craft along the river; for 
the corpse af the unfortunate states- 
man was never recovered, It is said, 
however, that on the third day, -his 
spirit appeared to the king and com- 
plained of being hungry, so it was 
ordered that food should be cast in- 
to the waters, in order to appease his 
hunger. Eventually, too, there grew 
out of the order of the king, a cus- 
tom which has been observed for 
nearly two thousand years. On 
the fifth dny of the fifth moon, 
every household in the land 
prepares tsung or “rice dumplings” 
wrapped in leaves which are 
thrown into the — streams - of 
the vicinity. Special prayers arc 
offered up to the spirit of Ch'u Yuan, 
who is regarded ns a specles of demi- 
good In the Chinese popular pantheon. 
The great event, however, is the 
holding of dragon boat races on the 
rivers in a supposed search for the 
deified hero. 

Villages which nore situate near oa 
sultable stretch of water vie with one 
another in the holding of boat races. 
Crews are carefully chosen {rom 
amongst the more athlellc of the 
younger men, and lucrative _ prizes 
are awarded to the winners. Indeed, 
no Oxford-Cambridge boat race on 
the Thames can compete with the 
dragon boat event in token of general 
popularity. Crowds turn out by the 
thousands, lining the. banks of the 
river, and with the utmost enthu- 
sinsm. watch the, sculling crews, 
‘squatting two ubreast in boats fifty 
or more feet in length, straining at 
thelr. pnddies, striving to keep time 
to the beat of a huge drum, whose 
hollow  reverberations encourage 
them on—not alone for the sake of 
the money prize—but for the honour 
of their respective villages. 

As the sequence of dragon boats 
move swiftly slong the water, the 
crowds can scarcely restrain their 
excitement. .They press forward, 
straining their eyes to glimpse the 
winners, and when that {s ascertain- 
ed, burst into an unrestrained chorus 
of cheering, punctuated by the 
staceato beat of brazen gongs, and 
the imperious, strident crackle of 
whole strings of: firecrackers Iet off 
as a sort of culminating crescendo to 
the ‘wholesale approbation of the 


‘multitude, 


This yenr, however, owing to the 
national struggle against Japan, the 
dragon boat races were indefinitely 
postponed until some happier day. 
Even in the Colony, where they were 
carried out with all the colourful fan- 
fare of previous years, they were 
yet undertaken with an extremcly 
lnudable patriotic note; for the pro- 
eeeds which would ordinarlly have 
gone to the crewa of the successful 
craft, this season was expended on 
the relief of thelr helpless com- 
patriots who were rendered homeless 
through the ruthless Japancse alr 
raids of the last few days. + “

; PIATES — which in the 
strict pharmaceutical senso 
are the sleep'* producing 

drugs made from opium—are at 

once of the greatest boons rnd 
worst curses known to mankind. 

For while the chief opiates— 
morphine, herain, codeine, and 
laudanum—bring through their 
legitimate use sleep and relief 
of pain in human suffering, in 
their illegal use they lead to. the 
darkest depths of-human passion 
ending in physical and mental 
degeneration, 

The story of the use of opiates Roca 
back to prehistoric times, 

In the dwellings of the Stone Age 
seeda of the oplum-bearing poppy, 
Mother of the Opintes, hnve been 
found. The ancient Grecks used 
opium to dull thelr senses against 
the danger of battle and “to numb 
the soul to the horrors of combat.” 

A papyrus of ancient Egypt men- 
tions secds of the unripe poppy ns a. 
remedy to “prevent excessive cry- 
ing of children” and ends with the 
assurance that “the crylng will stop 
at once’—a remedy frequently used 
with fatal result in Eastern coun- 
tries to-day, 


OR centurles opium was only 
known jn the — sundried 
gummy mess in which it is derived 
from the sap of the poppy, In this 
form St was peddled in the streets of 
Cnesar's Rome nnd in the sixteenth 
century carried by the picturesque 
natural philosopher Parncelsus {n 
the pommel of his saddle os he rode 
through Europe trying weird and 
wonderful medicines on credulous 
mankind, He called It “the stone 
of Smmortallty,” and mixed It with 
powdered pearls and gold) (ro he 
sald), 

But In spite of such 
tricks Parucelsus did at Icast one 
useful thing for pharmacy. He 
dissolved opium with alcohol and so 
Invented laudanum—the first Ikknown 
derivative of opium, 

Laudanum to-day is used mainly 
In medical prescriptions for digestive 
troubles. Now it Is on the list of 
“dangerous drugs” but within living 
memory people could buy us much 
of it-as they wanted at the chemists 
—and many of them did,

) ae victims drank ft neat, 
gradually Increasing — the 
flose as with continued usage they 
found that o mere sip no longer 
brought the “pleasant” — sensations 
of what is called the “honeymoon 
stage’ of opiate tuking, Addicts 
were known to drink as much as a 
pint daily, Smokers sonked tobneca 
In Inudanum, allowed the alcohol 
content to evaporate ond then 
“enjoyed” the equivalent of opium 

smoking. 

A pirate, Thomas Dover, 
who subed the Spanish Main 
rescued the shipwrecked — sailor, 
Alexander Selkirk (the — original 
Robinson Crusoe), mixed oplum 
with fpecacuanha and sulphate of 
potash, The mixture was called 
Dover's Powder and In various 
similor preseriptions Is still used 
to-day by doctors for reducing tem- 
peratures and for the velict of pain. 

Then one day in 1803 humble 
drug clerk, one Friedrich Serturner, 
employed In an old-fashioned phar- 
macy {n Paderborn, Prussia , sat 
staring moodily at a lump of the 
gummy mess called oplum. He 
asked himself what was the ulti- 
mate part of the mess which made 
people feel sleepy and drove away 
pain, Between wrapping up 
penny-worths of salts and cakes of 
sonp he began experimenting. After 
years of work he finally produced a 
crystalline substance which had alt 
the properties of opium in concen- 
trate form. He called ft morphine 
after Morpheus the God of Sleep.

Brownsville, Tex. 
Jim Johnson, gray-bearded Negro 
who was born in Africa, brought to 
America at the age of 3. and who 
was nearly 40 years old when the 


Civil War began, is believed to be the 
oldest person in the South to receive 
Soctal Security benefits, 

According 1o records of the Social 
Sccurity byard, Johnson spent more 
than a third of his life in slavery and 
was sold four times. 

Case workers who investigated his 
assertion that he was over 05 were 
amazed to obtein doctiments that 
showed he was probably‘ close to 125, 

Because there was little compul- 
sory birth registration prior to 1872, 
two Brownsville citizens were re- 
quired to sign affidavits in which 
they sald they had known him for 
the past 50 years ond thot when 
they first saw him he oppeared to 
be about 75. — . 

In 1897, these citizens said, John- 
son's children were . grown and 
marricd, with children of their own. 
For the past 05 ycars he has lived 
on a Haywood county farm in a 
cabin he built himsclf, 

His ‘first master, he said was 
He sold 
Johnson at auction to a Mr. Miller. 
When nearly grown he became the 
property of Danic! Cumpbell and 
drove n stage coach for him, 

The Civil War broke out 25 years 
later, and Johnson, still huge and 
strong, returned home to lool after 
the place while his master fought the 
Yankees. A year Inter the Negro 
served in the army os a substitute 
for his master, 

When frecdom was declared in 
1863, Johnson left hls master and 
set out for Tennessee, taking 25 
Negro families with him, und his 
wife bore him several children. He 
married Alberta Hawthorne after 
hts first wife's death. 

Johnson said he was 97 when he 
married for the third time und that 
one son was born, who is now 37. 
He also snys that he hos cut his third 
set of teeth. 

His‘ eyesight is failing ot last and 
he seldom gocs far from hls home, 
although he inststs he can sec a little 
better every day. He tells time by 
the sun, rarcly missing it more than 
a few minutes. ~ 
. Friends share his two-room cabin 
with him, and as he is too feeble to 
work, they feed and clothe him with 
their earnings and. with - his $10 
monthly cheque. ‘
